The tears were streaming down the accused 
man's cheeks as he was led to the same cell 
to which he had sent others.

But none of 
the other officers would go near him and all 
expressed thé opinion that he would get the 
penalty of the law. 

A warrant was secured from Judge Dicker 
charging the policeman with robbery, and 
this was served on him in his cell, 


Victim Robbed in Saloon. 

The robbery which hrought disgrace to the 
rolice man occurred in the saloon of Domi- 
nick Kivilin, 679 Grand avenue, on the morn- 
ing of Sept. 9. Flamm and Woodward were 
drinking there at the time. Previously 
Flamm had changed a $20 bill in Michael 
Hayes’ restaurant, Wood streed and Grand 
avenue, where Woodward first met him at 
2 o’clock ini the morning. The officer had just 


left the police station. 

The pair went to Kivilin’s saloon, which 
was closed. Woodward knocked on ths side 
door and aroused Thomas Stitt, night bar- 
tender, who was sleeping in the saloon. Stitt 
opened the door and the policeman and 
Flamm had several drinks. During this 
time Woodward asked Flamm for 92. but 
was refused. Then whila Stitt waa in the 
rear of the place Woodward knocked Flamm 
down and they rolled around on the floor until 
Stitt went and separated them. 

Identified as the Thief. 


Woodward is said to have apologized and 
then they hed more drinks. Then he 
knocked’ Flamm down again and while the 
latter was lying on. the floor the policeman 
took $10 and a watch from his pocket. 

Then the spirited. officer drove Flamm from 
the saloon and followed and kicked him. 
Flamm did not know Woodward's name and 
did not ifientify him as the thief until yester- 
day at roll call, being asked by Lieut. Alcock 
to appear and pick out the man. 

Pointing his finger at Woodward, Flamm 
told Alcock and Capt. Healy that he was the 
man who robbed him, Woodward was then 
taken to the captain's office and Assistant 
Chief Schuettler and Inspector Revere were 
notified.

Refusal of Beds for Constantine 
Jurors Stirs Judge Kavanagh, 


CENSURES M’LAREN IN OOURT 


County Official Excoriated for Cavalier 
Denial of Humane Treatment. 


A scathing public rebuks was administered 
by Judge Kavanagh last evening to Williem 
McLaren, superintendent of public service of 
Cook county. McLarén became the object of 
the jurist’s wrath for refusing to assist Judge 
Kavanagh in providing comfortable and de- 
cant accommodations for members of the 
Constantine murder jury. 

Judge Kavanagh, whose policy it has been 
while serving on the bench of Cook county to 
treat jurors like free men and not prisoners, 
took the opportunity to censure McLaren im- 
mediately after the jury in the famous case 
had gone out. 

While Judge Kavanagh arraigned McLaren 
for his lack of public spirit and his unwilling- 
ness to assist in a needed reform, the great 
crowd in the court room listened in absolute 
stience. The silence was even greater than 
a few minutes before, when Assistant State's 
Attorney Holt dramatically asked for the 
death penalty for Constantine. 


Judge Makes a Talk. 
„Gentlemen, I have a matter which I wish 
to peak to you about,” began Judge Kava- 
nagh, after he had called the attorneys for 
both sides before him. The jurist was seated 


on the bench, 

“Tt always has been my policy to treat 
jurors humanely and as freemen. The prac- 
ties formerly indulged in of forcing jurymen 
to sit all night in stuffy littie rooms, without 
decent accommodations, has been an excuse 
for men who wished to evade jury service, 

“T have found that by treating jurors as 
human beings it ls easier to get good juries. 
The court wishes to impress upon you gentle- 
men that this is no more than fair. I have 
given the present jury assurance that they 
ghould not suffer. This is the policy with 
reference to jurors that I have tried to follow 
out. 

In spite of my efforts to provide accommo- 
dations for the present jury, I regret to say 
that I have met with opposition from a public 
official. 

His Clash with Custodian. 

“ My experience was this: I attempted 
today to get a few cots from the custodian 
of the courthouse. To this request McLaren 
or some one in his office replied: 

% can’t give them any cots; 
go to a hotel.’ 

„ explained to him that this would be 
impossible, in view of the fact that the jury 
might be compelled to deliberate all night. 
In reply to this he told me: 

“*Then let them sit up ali night.’ 

“I want to say that this sort of conduct 
shows a lack of public spirit. 


Takes Cots to Criminal Court. 

I then went to the Sherman house, where 
I made arrangements for cots, chairs, and a 
table, which were brought to the Criminal 
court, where @ jury room has been fitted up 
for the jury. It has been made as comfort- 
able as possible.

DEFY LAW; DISPENSE COCAINE 


Drug Sellers Suppressed Last 
Winter Again at Work. 


MERE CHILDREN VICTIMS, | 


Judge Advocates Drastic Legislation | 
to Bring Them to Time. 


Sellers of cocaine who were suppressed 


last winter after a hard fight in the Des- 
plaines street police district are recovering | 


confidence in their ability to escape detec- 
tion and punishment, and several cases of 
persons under the influence of the drug have 
been found in the last week, but in an- 
other district. 

Last Friday morning a mere boy, who had 
collapsed from use of the drug, was taken 
to the Harrison street police station by Pro- 
bation Officer Thurston of the Juvenile court, 
and two victims of the habit were sent to the 
house of correction yesterday also from the 
Harrison police court. Each of them had 
the drug in his possession. 

It is the general opinion of the municipal 
judges and the police that the I!linolts law 
restricting the sale of cocaine is not stringent 
enough to stop the sale of the drug. The 
judges differ as to whether a prosecution 
can be begun by information and warrant or 
whether it must be begun by summons. 


Druggists Have No Fear. 

Judge Sadier, now sitting in the Harrison 
street Municipal court, who took a leading 
part last winter in the fight on cocaine gellers 
in the Desplainea street police district, said 
Yesterday: 

“Tf action is begun by a summons and the 
suit is carried on in the nature of an action 
of debt, I know from observation and expe- 
rience that the druggists have no fear of the 
punishment provided by the law if there is 
no criminal prosecution. Even if found 
guilty, they can appeal the case or can gell 
through agents in such a way as to make it 
impossible to stamp out the evil.” 

The. penalty for selling cocaine Is a $200 
fine for the first offense and $200 to $1,000 for 
each succeeding offense. A bill was intro- 
duced in the legislature last winter making 
the penalty a fine and imprisonment, but it 
did not come up for passage. 

The bill probably will be relntroduced at 
the special session of the legislature which 
convenes next month, and an amendment is 
likely to be offered making ft a felony to seil 
coéaine, except upon the written prescription 
of a physician. John L. Whitman, superin- 
tendent of the house of correction, who has 
much experience with cocaine victims, will 
go to Springfield to urge the passage of the 
bill. 

Advocates Drastic Action. 

„The use of this drug. said Judge Sadler, 
i causing the downfall and ruin of boys 
and girls and men and women in our city 
every day. A law cought to be passed with a 
punishment so severe no druggist would 
dare to sell this drug except for medicinal! 
purposes.” 

Judge Sadier is favorably impressel with 
the law passed by the last session of the New 
York legislature which went into effect on 
June & last. This law provides it shall be a 
felong for any person to sell, furnish, or 
dispose of alkaloid cocaine or its salts, or 
alpha or beta eucaine or their salts, or any 
admixture of cocaine or eucaine, except on 
the written prescription of a Guly registered 
physician, which shall be filled but once.”

Failure to Impose the Death Pen- 
alty a Disappointment to

Woman Slain. 


Frank J. Constantine was found guilty of 
the murder of Mrs. Louise Gentry by a jury 
in Judge Marcus Kavanagh's court at 11:45 
His punishment was fixed 
at imprisonment in the penitentiary for life, 
The famous case made a record for speed in 
Chicago, it having occupied in all exactly six 
days, “ 

The jury deliberated two hours and thirty- 
two minutes over the evidence in the case 
after the judge's charge. On the first ballot 
it was found that the jurors were unanimous 
in finding Constantine guilty, but the ques- 
tion of punishment arose at once and caused 
a heated discussion ahd many ballots. One 
man hold out against hanging. The other 
eleven stood for death on the gallows. The 
eleven finally had to come down to the com- 
promise in order to avoid a disagreement. 

Constantine slept while the jury was out. 
He was found on his jail cot by the guard 


when word was sent that the jury was ip

He yawned and shivered with the 
cold, and said:

“Might Be Worse, Says Constantine.

He seemed to have grown 
thinner and smaller and there was not @ 
vestige of color in his face. 

Have you arrived at a verdict, gentle- 
men?! asked the judge. 

„We have,“ responded the foreman, A. G, 
Krogness. 

Hand it to the elerk,“ said the judge. 

Then in silence, broken only by the rustling 
of the paper as the clerk unfolded it, these 
words came: 

We, the jury, find the defendant, Frank 
J. Constantine, guilty of murder in the man-

Prisoner’s Knees Give Way. 

Constantine's knees gave way, The guards

The bailiff rapped sharply for order. Judge 
Kavanagh then thanked the jury, and the 
prisoner was led away.

I 
regret the jury did not deeide to hang Con- 
stantine, and even that would have been too 
good for him,” said he. .“ The result, how- 
ever, is a vindication of my wife's character 
and a decisive brand on the infamous Lies 
told on the stand by that arch fiend.” 


Goes to Jury at 9:10 O'Clock. 

The case went to the jury at 9:10 o'clock. 
At that hour Judge Kavanagh finished read- 
ing the instructions prepared by the attor- 
neys for both sides and announced that the 
eourt would adjourn until 11:300° clogs, when 
the jury was to report. 

Assistant States Attorney Robert N. 
Holt took all of the evening session 
with his closing argument. He made a piles 
for death for the prisoner which appeared to 
join all the vague, tangled threads of the case 
into one strong rope.

Cantwell Holds All Spellbound. 


Mr. Cantwell spoke earlier in the 
day. He cleared a large space in front 
of the jury box when he began to talk. He 
bounded back and forth as the violence of 
his emotions led him into periods of ex- 
citement. He held all spellbound ‘by his 
oratory. He pleaded until the tears were in 
his voice for the rescue of this innocent man. 
He put on the light coat that Constantine 
threw away and showed the jury how the 
blood spots would have been on the right 
sleeve instead of the left if the act had been 
committed according. to the theory of the 
state. He began by reading several cases of 
men being convicted on circumstantial] evi- 
dence where the guilty man was afterwards 
found and then Said: 

“We all know that confessions have been 
wrung from prisoners while in the custody 
of the police, those human bloodhounds 
who devote their energies to compel their 
victims to confess: to crimes they never 
committed. The sweatbox, that barbarous 
chamber of horrors, has sent many an in- 
nocent man to the gallows. The victim is 
hounded night and day, deprived of sleep, 
starved and mistreated in every conceivable 
way and often confesses while in a mental 
state bordering on insanity. | 

Be careful of circumstantial evidence, 
therefore, and do not consider the life of 
this man lightly. He is accused of having 
lied to the Gentrys and had claimed to have 
royal blood in his veins and was the son of a 
rich New York merchant. Who of us has 
never told a lie? Who of us has not been 
tempted to boast and make others believe we 
were greater than we really are? This is all 
the prosecution has succeeded in proving 
against young Constantine. He frankly ad- 
mits that he Hed, but he had no intention of 
benefiting himself by so doing. 


Manner of the Killing. 


“ Before reading the cases which I have 
gathered bearing on the evil results of cir- 
cumstantial evidence, let me consider a few 
points in connection with this case. Let us 
admit the contention of thestate, for the sake 
of argument, that Constantine grabbed Mrs. 
Gentry from behind and cut her throat. 
Would it have been possible for this woman, 
whose head was almost severed from her 
body, to place one hand on her throat and 
with the other reach for the door knob and 
walk down the stairway to the office of Dr. 
Doherty? No. she could not. It would have 
been a physical impossibility. Would not 
our explanation seem far more reasonabie? 

We tell you that this much-maligned de- 
fendant grasped the woman after she had 
drawn the ragor across her throat and opened 
the door for her. He half led and half car- 
ried the bleeding woman down the stairs to 
the doctor’s office. He has explained to you 
why he left her there. He was in a panic ofs 
fear and ran back upstairs in his flight. 1f 
the crafty villain he is pictured, would 
he have left the house without his hat, collar. 
and necktie? Anyone would know that his 
appearance would attract attention, but he 
did not stop to think of this. 

“If Constantine is to be convicted, let him 
be convicted on forms of lew and not on 
prejudice.

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attainment. Her life had been unmarked by 
trouble of any kind. 

A month previous to this tragedy the Gen- 
trys had taken into their flat as a boarder 
Frank J. Constantine. He appeared with 
forged references. He claimed to be a son 
of wealthy parents traveling for pleasure. 
He said his father was a real estate man of 
New York. Gentry at that time was in the 
mail order business.

him to supper several times and loaned him 
money when he complained that his remit- 
tances were overdue. 

On the morning of the death Constantine 
and Mre. Gentry were alone in the flat. Mrs. 
Gentry called up her husband and her den- 
tist at different times during the morning and 
made arrangements to go downtown to 
luncheon with her husband. 

A few minutes after 11 e’clock Dr. David 
J. Doherty, who lived in the flat below, found 
Mrs. Gentry at the door of his apartment 
holding her throat with her left hand. It 
proved that her throat was gashed to a depth 
of four inches. 

Constantine was seen leaving the flat a 
few minutes before this—hatless and without 
acollar on. He was tracked to the Sherman 
house, and there he disappeared. 

It was not until April 2 of this year that 
any further trace was found of the fugitive. 
Several men were arrested on suspicion and 
the police searched the country and sent out 
circulars in every language, asking his ap- 
prehension. He was caught in New York, 
as he was about to take ship for Italy, by 
Detective Sergeant Vachris of Brooklyn— 
an Italian. Constantine denied his identity 
for a Gay, and tried to prove by false birth 
certificates in his pocket that he was Pas- 
quale Gereloma, the son of a laborer. When 
forced to admit his identity Constantine made 
a statement to the Brooklyn police, in which 
he said that Mrs. Gentry killed herself be- 
cause of the unhappy life she led with her 
husband. |

JOB PRESSMEN WILL STRIKE. 


Chicago Union Votes to Walk Out to 
Enforce the Demand for an 
Eight Hour Day. 


A second fight to enforce the eight hour day 
in the job printing industry of the country 
will start in Chicago on Oct. 1. The men 
who now are going to make a test of strength 
with employers for shorter hours of labor are 
the printing pressmen. Only job printing of- 
fices will be affected. \ 

At a meeting of the Chicago local union last 
night at 122 La Salle street a vote was cast 
in favor of a walkout, Between 600 and 700 
printing offices in the city possibly will be af- 
fected, but the brunt of the contest will be 
borne by the big Typothete chops, about 
thirty-five in number, which employ nearly 
one~half of the 1,250 union pressmen. These 
shops are operating with nonunion printers. 

The decision of the Chicago local may be 
followed by similar action in other cities east 
of the Mississippi river and in Canada. Five 
cities, including St. Louis, Omaha, and Min- 
neapolis, may escape the strike, since the 
pressmen in those cities are said to have 
agreed to abide by an agreement entered into 
with the United Typothete of America a year 
ago. The Chicago union practically repudi- 
ated this agreement last night, although it 
was supposed to run until Jan. 1, 1912.

Mrs. Dugan, according to Evans, went to 
the house, but failed to find Walton and left 
word with Miss Burns, who is fil. Evans told 
the police he did not go to the house and does 
not know whether Miss Burns saw Walton 
and warned him or not. 

After an hour’s “‘eweating both the man 
and his wife were placed in a cell. Inspector 
Hunt expects to get considerable informa- 
tion from them later. 


Other Complaints Against Walton. 

Among the complainants against Walton 
who have been either attacked or intimidated 
are the following: 

MRS. EMMA THOMPSON, 6615 Monroe avenue; 
struck down and dragged into an alley in front 
of 5543 Monroe avenue Wednesday evening; yes- 
terday she identified a hat found in Walton's 
house as that which she had broken in the strug- 
gie with him. 

ETHEL WATKINS, 7 years old, 6011 Jefferson 
avenue; thrown down by a negro in Jackson park 
near Fifty-seventh street Thursday morning; 
the negro was scared away by a crowd. 

HELEN MEMERT, 20 years old; annoyed by let- 
ters and personal attentions of Walton, who 
worked at Hotel Hayes, where she was employed. 

FRANK, J. WALSH. held up by Walton about 
two weeks ago, when, accompanied by his wife. 
he was waiting for a car at Fifty~-fifth street and 
Lexington avenue. The negro got about $20. A 
picture of Walton was identified by Walsh as that 
of the man who held him up. 


Walton’s criminal record shows that hie 
last offense, for which he was sentenced in 
June, 1900, was similar to that which resulted 
in Mrs. Grant's death, except that it did not 
result fatally. Incidentally, the record, to- 
gether with Walton’s recent operations, 
make a strong argument against the indis- 
criminate paroling of penitentiary prisoners. 


Walton’s Penitentiary Record. 
This is Walton's penitentiary record: 
JUNE, 1891—Sentenced to serve a term of one year 

in the Joliet penitentiary for larceny. 

MAY, 1804—Sentenced to serve one year in the 
Joliet penitentiary for robbery. 

MAY, 1807—Sentenced to serve one year in the 
Cook county jail for burglary. 

MAY, 1808—Sentenced to serve one year in the 
Missouri penitentiary for burglary and attempted 
assault. 

MAY, 1900—Sentenced to Jollet penitentiary to 
serve an indeterminate term of from one to 
fourteen years for assault and burglary; served 
seven years; was released from Joliet by the 
parole board in May, 190T. Be hi 
In spite of his criminal propensities, Wal- 

ton appears to have been pardoned out of the 
penitentiary the last time without the inter- 
cession of anybody. on the outside. The 
minimum term he could spend at Joliet under 
the sentence was twelve years. The term 
was cut down to seven years by the pardon 
board, however, because of good behavior. 

1 do not find that Walton had any friends 
to intercede for him,” said Warden Murphy 
at the Joliet institution. “ Apparently the 
board of pardons took up his case in the regu- 
lar course of business and decided that he 
had served long enough.“ : 


Tracing of the Fugitive. 

The tracing of the hunted man through 
Chicago from the time the first clew to his 
whereabouts was discovered in Milwaukee 
early in the morning until he practically was 
corralled im the heart of the black belt of 
lower State and La Salle streets late at 
night would furnish an interesting chapter 
for any romance. : 

Detectives Adams and O’Brien, who w 
sent to Milwaukee by Ihspector Hunt-late 
Friday night, discovered a clew to Walton's 
whereabouts—he then was known only as 
Williams—at 534 River street, the house of 
Ethel Burns, 4 negro woman, who also uses 
the names of and Williams.

This information - was recefved by. tele- 
graph early in the morning and 


were hurried. to the house in La Salle 
There the Burns woman was found, 
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police were two hours too late to catch Wal- 
ton. Miss Burns said that it was but two 
hours before that he had left the house. 
Where he had gone she did not know. At 
least, that was the best the police could get 
from her. 


Well Known in Black Belt. 

Later in the day the police discovered traces 
of him in saloons about the district. It was 
learned that he was well known in the vicinity 
and that he was more likely to be found 
there than near his home in Hyde Park, 
which he probably knew was being watched 
by the police. 

Then a chain of policemen, including men 
from the Hyde Park, the Fiftieth street, and 
the “Twenty-second street stations, was 
thrown about this part of the blaek belt, mak- 
ing escape, if he still was in the vicinity, prac- 
tically. impossible. 


In the meantime Mrs. Thompson, among, 


Walton's victims, had been taken to the Hyde 

Park police station to describe the man who. 
attacked her on Wednesday evening. Her 
description of her assailant tallied in every 

particular with that of the missing Walton. 

Then Mrs. Thompson told the police a story 
of Walton's operations which. for pure ef- 
krontery. is without an equal in the memories 
of: the oldest of Chicago's police: Walton, 
after assaulting and beating Mrs. Thompson 
with a revolver on Wednesday night, had, on 
the following morning, written a threatening 
and indecent letter to her declaring that un- 
less she met him at the same spot on the fol- 
lowing night he would kill her. Mrs. Thomp- 
gon was much frightened and tremblingly 
produced the letter written, apparently, by 
Walton. 

Writes Letter to Victim. 

The letter read in part: 

Dear Emma: I did not mean to hurt you, 
only you screamed so —— loud. I 
know you now and you had better do what I 
tell you. If you do not meet me at 
the same place tonight I will kill you the first 
time I catch you on the street. Look out, for 
lam watching you. They will never find me, 
but I am sure to get you. 

“Sam. You know me.” 

To think that that negro would write such 
a letter to me and call me by my first name 
unnerved me,“ said Mrs. Thompson. I am 
afraid that unless the police are mighty 
watchful he Will carry out his threats.“ 

A short time after this story was told by 
Mrs. Thompson the one remaining link in 
the chain of circumstances that was needed 
to connect Walton with the present case was 
supplied. Harry Blackmore, a driver for H. 
F. Egger’s grocery, identified a picture of 
Walton as that of the man who was hired by 
Mrs. Grant to assist in the work of moving. 
He said that there was no doubt in his mind 
that Walton was the man whom he had seen 
the day before Mrs. Grant's death burning 
rubbish in the alley in the rear of the house. 


Helen Memert’s Experience. . 

Miss Helen Memert,. employed at the Hayes 
hotel, Sixty-fourth street and Lexington ave- 
nue, added further confirmation to the the- 
ories of the police by telling of Walton's op- 
erations as Williams ’”’ n employed as 
dishwasher at the Hayes hote 

Time and again he er me, and it 
was all that I could do to get rid of him.“ 
said the girl. Once he tried to give mea 
silver watch, but I would not accept it. 

“The worst was that the day after Mrs. 
Grant was murdered he wrote a note to me 
asking me to come down to his house in Fred- 
erick place, as he wanted to give me a nice 
present. I suppose that the present he re- 
ferred to was the watch he stole from Mrs. 
Grant.” 

The most pathetic feature of the case was 
the arrival in Chicago during the day of 
the murdered woman's sister, Mrs. J. F. 
Vogt, and her mother from West Uniom Ia. 
Neither of the women had heard of the mur- 
der of Mrs. Grant until, while awaiting her 
arrival at the Union station, they saw the 
story in a newspaper. The mother was 
nearly prostrated. 

Both women, however, bore up under the 
blow. Instead of making a long visit with 
Mrs. Grant they began the arrangements for 
her funeral. Instead of taking rooms at her 
home they went to the Saratoga hotel, where 
they will remain until after the funeral. They 
decided that the funeral should be held at 
the University Congregation&! church, Mad- 
ison avenue and Fifty-eixth street, this aft- 
ernoon at 4 o'clock.

New Hampshire's Ex-Senator Re- 
signs from Claims Commission. 


PIQUED AT ROOSEVELT ACT. 


| Appointment or H. K. Daugherty as 
Colleague Displeases. | 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 21.—[Spectal. }— . 
Chandler of New 

Hampshire hes resigned as chairman and 

member of the Spanish treaty claims com- 

mission. His retirement from the commis- 

sion is not due to his differences with Presi- 

cent Roosevelt, but according to thé under- 

standing here to other causes for which the 

president was to some degree responsible. 

The action of Mr. Chandler is attributed to 
his dissatisfaction with the appointment ef 
Harry K. Daugherty of Pennsylvania as a 
member of the commission. 

Mr. Daugherty was an assistant attorney 
assigned by the government to defend its 
interests before the claims commission, and 
he prepared the government's case in a ma- 
jority of the claims brought. Those claims 
were mainly those of American citizens 
whose interests had suffered injury in Cuba 
under Spanish rule. ; 

When G. J. Dickema retired fram the com- 
mission early this year, on account of his. 
election to congress from Michigan, Mr. 
Daugherty was appointed to succeed him 
efter Lawrence Y. Sherman, lieutenant gov- 
ernor of Illinois, had declined the offre. 

Apparently none of the members of the 

commission had been consulted with regard 
to the propriety of putting Mr. Daugherty 
on the commission, and there was reason to 
believe that the president had not taken into

The nominal price for copper, now quoted 
between 180 and 16c a pound, does not bring 
While no definite 
agreement appears to have been reached, ac- 
cording to New York advices, by the produc- 
ing and consuming interests, it is understood 
there have been many conferences between 
representatives of such interests and that 
they have generally reached a conclusion that 
@ price of 180 for electrolytic would be as 
nearly equitable as could be arranged. 

The foregoing reads much like 4 feeler "’ 
without any more basis of fact than the wish 
being parent to the thought. F. Augustus 
Heinze pointed out a few days ago that cop- 
per companies made money at a price of 9c a 
pound. The consuming interests will proba- 
bly have this in mind at any conferences 
which may be held. 


Theory Rather than Fact. 


Concerning the curtailment of the output of 
the Amalgamated Copper company mines and 
the stagnation of the copper market General 
Manager Gillie at Butte is quoted as saying: 

„We are not shutting down. We are sim- 
ply curtailing production. The cause? The 
refusal of the consumers to buy copper. We 
do not propose to pile up metal when there is 
no market for it. We already have much 
copper on hand, and we propose to materially 
reduce our output. In fact, we have already 
done so. We began this curtailment about 
Sept. 1, and I think we have cut our tonnage 
about 88 per cent in the last ten or twelve 
days. 

Now a 33 per cent reduction in output does 
not mean an equal reduction in our working 
force. Not many men have been laid off. We 
have transferred our activities from the 
ledges to development work-—to running 
crosscuts, drifts, and raises. 

I do not care to be quoted as to how long 
thie situation will last further than to say 
that there is no inducement to mine copper 
extensively in the face of a dull market. 

For years the Amalgamated has desired 
to establish a Sunday rest day for miners. It 
is becoming a generally recognized fact 
among employers that the maximum of em- 
clency among workers is increased by one day 
of rest each week. We think the time now 
opportune for introducing the Sunday rest

A REAL ECONOMY. 

Last week the heads of municipal de- 
partments were called before the finance 
committee and told that they must econo- 
mize. They were told they could save 
several thousand dollars by cutting down 
the number of street car tickets used by 
employés who are too lazy to walk. —~ 

There is another and a better money 
saving scheme which the finance commit- 
tee could have suggested, but did not. It 
is for heads of departments to get a full 
measure of work out of city employés. | 

A few weeks ago Mr. Fox, who is at 
the head of the Chieago private street 
cleaning system, was hired to visit Boston 
and find out for a citizens’ committee why 
the streets were so dirty when so much 
was paid for cleaning them. He found 
that the municipal employés at work on 
the streets spent about two hours out of 
the eight hours working day in talking, 
reading the papers, going for beer, and 
miscellaneous forms of idleness. One man 
spent twenty minutes in taking care of a 
fruit stand while its owner was away. 

Boston gets 25 per cent less work out 
of its street cleaning employés than it 
should. Out of how many of its em- 
ployés does the city of Chicago get any- 
thing like a full return@or the salaries or 
wages paid them? There are many em- 
ployés whose methods of work are open 
to public inspection—men engaged in lay- 
ing water mains, for instance—whose rec- 
ord for inefficiency is about up to the Bos- 
ton record. 

For the last four weeks city employés 
have, been tinkering with the west ap- 
proach to the Adams street bridge and are 
perhaps two-thirds through. Judging from 
the length of time spent on a simple jo» 
it would have taken the city several 
months to make the changes in the Kinzie 
street railroad bridge which the North- 
western road made in a third of a day, 
and it would have cost the city much more 
than it did the company. 

There is such a thing as saving at the 
spigot and losing at the bunghole. There 


| ought to be rigid economy in the use of 


street car ticketd, but it should not be ac- 
companied by supreme indifference to the 
waste of fime—which is money—by city 
employés. 

The finance committee could profitably 
invite the heads of departments to an- 
other session and point out to them where 
great economies are possible. 


_, CLEAN UP THE BAKERIES. 
There is no need for the health de- 
partment to collect photographs of dirty 
bakeries above or below the street level 
and to ask for more law to remedy this 
state of affairs. The city ordinance ou the 
subject is bread enough in its terms and 


Regulation by 
the city is the natural course and there is 
no need of a statute on the subject if the 
city officials do their duty. 

_ Section of’ the revised ordinances 
of the city ef Chicago provides, Nd room, 
apartment, store, or place used as a bak- 
ery, slaughter house, or packing house, or 
‘wherein foodstuffs are manufactured, 
stored, or ber gi shall be used for sleeping 
purposes, a U such places shall be kept 
in a thoroughly sanitary condition.” It 
also provides for inspection of bakeries. 
The next section provides that No sub- 
stance, matter, or thing af any kind what- 
ever which shall be dangerous or detri- 
mental to health shall be allowed to exist 
in connection with” any business. Sec- 
tion 1806 provides a penalty of not less 
than $10 and not more than $200 for re- 
fusal to comply with the ordinance or any 
order or special regulation of the de- 
partment of health. Other sections of 
chapter 32, relating to the health of the 
city, give the commissoner of health and 
the employés designated by him full po- 
lice powers, and authority to take ex- 
treme measures “for the preservation of 
the public health (though not herein or 
elsewhere or otherwise authorized) as he 
may in good faith believe and declare the 
public safety and health demand.” 

If the commissioner of health believes 
that the powers he has ate not sufficient 
he may ask the council for further powers 
or he may assume them on his own re- 
sponsibility if he believes that an emer- 
gency exists. But it is hard to see what 


to see that each bakery is in a “ thor- 
oughly sanitary condition,” and that 
nothing of any kind that is detrimental 
to health exists in connection with it. A 
Warning should be issued at once to the 
proprietors of the bakeries which the 
health inspectors condemn abd the prem- 
ises closed if the acl is not obeyed 


promptly. 


THE STRANGER AT CHURCH.

There might 
be a suspicion that the stranger would 
resent the act as an inexcusable familiar- 
ity, and go the next time to an edifice 
where he would be allowed to. worship 
quietly and undisturbed. It is one thing 
to ostracize a constant worshiper and 
familiar pew holder-and ancther to treat 
with ordinary respect and courtesy the 
extremely casual visitor. The fault find- 
ing woman has made out a poor case, 
which seems in no ‘way to reflect on the 
churches or the people she is so anxious 
to‘arraign. 


NO STEP BACKWARD. 

Secretary Bonaparte’s suggestion that 
habitual criminals be condemned to death 
upon a fourth conviction will receive no 
support. It is contrary to~the spirit of 
the age, which is everywhere in favor of 
less capital punishment instead of more. 
In some countries where Gapital punish- 
ment has not yet been abolished by law it 
has fallen into disuse through executive 
action; in no country ‘has there been an 
addition to the list of crimes punished by 
death. No legislature in the union would 
pass a law such as Secretary’. Bonaparte 
suggests. 

The idea that something ought to be 


It does not 


done to proteet the public from habitual 


‘criminals is a good one and a fit corollary 
to Mrs, Ballington Booth’s principle that 
most criminals can be redeemed if sub- 
jected to the right influences in prison and 
given a helping hand when out of prison. 
Save every man capable of reclamation, 
shut up those who are beyond reasonable 
hope, and the world will be a much more 
agreeable place for those who are not 


‘criminals. 


Hanging does not reform a man. Neither 
does it protect society any more thorough- 
ly than any other form of punishment 
which keeps the inveterate eriminal away 
from his fellow men. Whether or not it 
is true, as some criminologists assert, that 
there is a large class of criminals who are 
really not responsible for their actions, 
since their malform rains or other 
physical characteristiG@’ make it impossible 
for them to lead normal lives, it is cer- 
tain that some criminals will inevitably 
relapse into crime at the first opportunity. 
They should be pitied, but it is best both 
for them and for the community that they 
should be imprisoned. 

The death penalty ought not to be abol- 
ished.’ It should always remain in the 
power of a jury to punish revolting crime 
by ending the life ot the offender. With 
the increasing mercifulness of juries the 
presumption is that that power would not 
be used so often as it should be. But it is 
useless to advocate the extension of 
capital punishment. The tide is running 
the other way. If Secretayy Bonaparte 
had recommended the life imprisonment 
of professional {rreclaimable criminals ke 
would have pound many agreeing wita 
him. 


THE WHITING INCIDENT. 

Admiral Chadwick said the other day 
that “our municipal conditions are in gen- 
eral bad —an unparalleled national dis- 
grace. The admiral and those who agree 
with him will find confirmation of their 
ideas in what happened at Whiting, Ind., 
the other night. As the council was about 
to grant a fifty year franchise to a trac- 
tion company a crowd of angry citizens 
filled the council chamber and forced: an 
adjournment. One of the aldermen was 
beaten and others had a narrow escape. 
All this was most irregular and disorder“ 
ly. Such performances cannot happen 
where good municipal eee pre- 
vails. 

In Illinois it was\found necessary years 
ago to limit the length of time for which 
traction franchises may be granted by 
municipalities, The maximum period is 
twenty years, ample to secure investors 
adequate returns on their investment aad 
a protection to the people against injustice 
caused by changed conditions. Indiana 
ought to have had such a law long ago. 
If it had there might not have been a 
demonstration at Whiting. 

Nor would there have -been need of a 
demonstration if the citizens of Whiting 
had been a little more careful in the 
choice of aldermen. It is better to select 
men who do not have to be watched or 
to be kept on their good behavior by 
threats of a coat of, tar and feathers. 
The people of Whiting have only them- 
selyes to blame for a bad council.

cumbed thereto, while it wrought wholesale 
havoc in the reigning family of Great Brit 
ain, among the victims being Queen Mary 
whose husband, King William III., had hit 
entire health undermined from the effects, 
of the malady, his friend, Bentinck, first duk, 
of Portland, becoming a physical wrecl) 
from the same cause. 

The duke, in fact, voluntarily caught }} 
from the king. The physicians of the mor 
arch declared that he would die unless som! 
healthy person, who had never had the dis 
ease, would enter the bed and hold the king 
in his arms for some time. The eruption 
having refused to come to the surface, it was 
hoped that animslwarmth might cause it te 
respond, and Count Hans William Bentinck, 
who was at the time a good looking page 
of honor in the service of the king and queen, 
volunteered to render this proof of devotion 

and ot loyalty to his sovereign. Needless to 
add, he became infected with the malady, 
and. his comely face was marred for life 
thereby. He was compensated, however, 
by the gratitude of the king, who conferred 
upon him the dukedom and earldom of Port- 
land and all sdérts of other honors, besides 
vast estates, in return for his unusual and 
extraordinary act of devotion. It is, indeed, 
a unique origin for a dukedom.

It may be remembered that before Edward 
Jenner discovered vaccination in 1798 inocu- 
lation had obtained considerable vogue in 
England as a preventive of the worst evils 
of smallpox, and one of the most successful 
practitioners of the method was Dr. Thomas 
Dimsdale, grandson of that Robert Dimsdale 
who accompanied William Penn to America, 
and was his most intimate friend and lieu- 
tenant. Dr. Thomas Dimsdale was sum- 
moned to Russia by Empress Catherine, who 
caused him to inoculate both herself and her 
son, Grand Duke (afterwards enrperor) Paul. 
He acquitted himself so much to the satisfac- 
tion of his imperial patients that the czarina 
conferred upon him a barony of the Russian 
empire, a sum of $60,000,.and an annuity for 
life of $3,000, 

The English crown granted a royal license 
for the use of this title in England in defer- 
ence to a request from Empress Catherine, 
and it is borne today by Baron Charles Dims- 
dale, who is a member of the bar, son-in-law 
of Sir Brydges Henniker, and owner of two 
beautiful country seats in Hertfordshire. 
Sir Joseph Dimsdale, who was lord mayor of 
London at the coronation of King Edward, 
and who received a baronetcy in connection. 
with that event, is only remotely connected 
with the Barons Dimsdale. It is interesting 
to note in this connection that the practice 
of inoculation for which Dr. Thomas Dims- 
dale in the eighteenth century was so lav- 
ishly honored and rewarded by Catherine the 
Great of Russia Is today punishable as a 
criminal offense.

The new Lord Aldenham, who throngh the 
death of his father at the age of over 98 has 
just become a peer of the realm, may be de- 
scribed as one of England's great merchant 
princes of that class, indeed, from which the 
British house of lords is so largely recruited. 
Lord Aldenham is the head of the ancient 
city of London firm of Antony Gibbs & Co., 
which has been in existence since the time 
of the American war of independence, and 
which for the last hundred years has been so 
largely interested in the South American 
trade. The connection therewith led the new 
Lord Aldenham to resign his seat in the house’ 
of commons some three years ago under cir- 
cumstances which redounded to his honor 
and which attracted a good deal of attention 
at the time. 

It may be remembered that while the war 
between Russia and Japan was in-progress 
the British government, by way of indirectly 
helping its oriental ally, purchased two fine 
Chilean men of war which would otherwise 
have gone to swell the size of the Muscovite 
navy. This purchase was made by the Eng- 
lish government through Antony Gibbs & Co, 
Now there is an unwritten law in England to 
the effect that people interested in govern- 
ment contracts. cannot sit in the house of 
commons. But it is à rule that in recent years 
at any rate has been more honored in its 
breach than in jts observance, and there 
have been instances*when not merely mem- 


vers of parliament but even members of the 


administration have been quite as much 

concerned in government contracts as the 

two Gibbs brothers without being called upon 

to give up their seats in parliament. 
— 

The late Lord Aldenham, long governor of 
the Bank of \England, and his two sons, 
Alban, the new peer, and Vicary, felt that 
with the altogether unblemished traditions 
of their firm, the name of which is asynonym 
for everything that is high principled and 
straight, not only at home but also through- 
out South and Central America and Australia, 
they could not permit any question to be 
raised as to their position in the matter. 
They felt this all the more strongly as the 
Hon. Alban Gibbs had then for ten years or 
more been the member for the city of London 
in parhament, a dignity which, while it en- 
titled him on each opening day of parliament 
to a seat among the cabinet ministers on the 
treasury bench of the house of commons, ren- 
dered it incumbent) upon him to avoid any- 
thing that could in the slightest degree affect 
the honor and name of the great commercial 
constituency of which he had been so long 
the spokesman in the legislature of the em- 
pire. Needless to add that he was reélected 
by an overwhelming majority at the last gen- 
eral election, but again resigned his seat, this 
time in favor of Arthur Balfour, the conserva- 
tive leader, _— han found: en Without. a 
seat. |

Arthur Balfour is therefore now member 
for the city of London in the place of Alban 
Gibbs, who has now become Lord Alden- 
ham, and as such has a right to a seat among 
the members of the liberal cabinet on — 
treasury bench on the occasion of the 
ing of parliament at the beginning of Nes 
session. It is the first occasion of the leader 
of the opposition being qualified to exercise 
this peculiar prerogative. 

Lord Aldenham is a cousin of Arthur Bal- 
four by marriage. Ver while the ex-premier 
is the son of the late Lord Salisbury's sister, 
Lady Blanche Ceeſl, married to James Bal- 
four, Lord Aldenham's wife, now dead, was 
the daughter of. another sister of the late 
Lord Salisbury—namely: Lady Mildred Cecil, 
married to the Rt. Hon. Alexander James 
Beresford Hope. This is by no means the 
only all of the Gibbses with the old 
houses of British aristocracy.

We need men and women who by their bear- 
ing and conduct will promote good feeling and 
friendliness a good deal more than we need 
laws for the banishing of weapons and plans 


of war. The tinest peacemakers in this world, 


are the plain men and women who help us 
to like other folk and live with them. 

Whoever, in any way, succeeds in taking 
any of the friction and unrest out of lite 
is a peacemaker. ‘ihe kingdom of heaven 
that is coming, will be the kingdom of perfect 
harmony; it will come when humanity learns 
the great lesson that all this experience of 
pain and joy should be teaching us, the lesson 
of living at peace and in love with our 
brothers. 

Fair words about fraternity easily are 
spoken and soon forgotten; it is a good deal 
easier to preach peace than it is to practice it. 

ts day never will come so long as the chier 
3 of each life is to get ahead of every 
other life. It never will come until we fully 
see that Jesus meant something more than a 
pretty figure of speech when he talked of the 
divine fatherhood and the human brother- 
hood. 

Why should there not be the same harmony 
amongst all men that there is in a family? 
Homes are enriched and the chief joys of our 
lives found by the process of ceasing to live 
for our individual selves and living for the 


social group. 


Some day we will open our eyes to see the 


waste, the loss and pain and discord caused 
by our individualism. We shall see fully 
what we now but dimly apprehend—that the 
real riches, the lasting joys, the enduring 
prosperity of life spring from the things we 
have done for othéts without thought of 
ourselves. 

So long as each is wholly for himself there 
will be conflict, discord, and pain; when each 
Shall live for all, then al) will be working for 
one common end, the race rather than the 
man, then all will move in harmony, peace 
will have her perfect work and all will be 
known as one family, the children of God.

No American withdrawal from the arch- 
ipelago could eliminate the danger of a war 
with Japan ten or fifteen years hence—that 
is to say, after she has completed the re- 
armament of her military forces. The ob- 
ject which the Japanese have in view, and 
their ultimate aim, is the naval and commer- 
cial mastery of the Pacific, and this is some- 
thing to which Uncle Sam can never sub- 
mit. With his immense Pacific seaboard and 
with his ever growing trade and industry he 
cannot, either on political or on economic 
grounds, permit the Land of the Rising Sun 
to dominate at his expense the great silent

It it not from the far orient, but from the 
near east, that the next international problem 
will come to threaten the peace of the civii- 
ized world.. Great events are impending 
throughout the Moslem world, especially in 
Arabia and over the whole of nortbern and 
central Africa. The present troubles in Mo- 
rocco, serious though they be, in all con- 
science, are a mere feature in the game, and 
there is no doubt that the civilized universe 
is on the eve of the greatest Moslem uprising 
that has been known for centuries. 
France, Germany, Russia, and Italy are all 
preparing for it. It is now known to have 
, formed the subject of conversation between 
? award VII. and Emperor William when 
they met at Wilhelmshohe, and before it is 


over it Is possible that several Mosiem rulers 


will have been driven from their thrones. 
That, Indeed: is the meaning of the appoint- 

ment of King Edward's brother, the duke of 

Connaught, the only field marshal on the 


active list of the British army, to the post 


of commander-in-chief and high commigsion- 
er of the British possessions in the Mediter- 
ranean and of Egypt and the Soudan. It ls 
well known that the duke wag at first re- 
luctant to accept the post, believing that it 
would prove to be of a mere ornamental char- 
acter. He did not care to exile himself for 
eight months of the year from England, from 
his beautiful home in London, at Clarence 
house, and from his charming country seat 
at Bushy park, from all his friends and asso- 
ciliates, toecut himself off from all intercourse 
with his relatives, if there were nothing to 
do beyond maintaining a species of viceregal 
court at Malta. 

It was only when he was initiated into the 
conditions by which the British government 
is confronted, when he was made aware of 
the danger that threatens the rule of Eng- 
land and all other Huropean interests in the 
Levant and in northern Africa, that he real- 
ized that his services were likely to be neede ! 
as a commander and as an administrator, 
that he ylelded and decided upon breaking 
up his establishments in England and to take 
up his residence at Malta shortly after 
Christmas. The nature of the services that 
are likely to be required of the duke early 
next year is sufficiently indicated by his 
being invested with the powers not only of a 
commander-in-chief but also of a lord high 
commissioner, that is to say, with powers 
enabling him to assume in case ot necessity — 
supreme military and civil control—in Egypt. 

* | 


Now, this eventuality could only arise in 
the case of the deposition of the present 
khedive. That this is contemplated is indi- 
cated among other things by the announce- 
ment issued through the semi-official press 
at Berlin, which draws its inspiration trom 
the German foreign office, and which pub- 
Hshes nothing without the chancellor’s con- 
sent, to the effect that King Edward had 
discussed at Wilhelmshohe with the kaiser 
the necessity of adopting certain measures of 
a radical nature in Egypt, it being further 
intimated that England wae anxious that the 
emperor should refrain from giving any sup- 
port-to the protests which might be made by 
the sultan at Constantinople. 

Khedive Abbas is aware of the fate by 
which he is threatened, and, instead of spend- 
‘Ing his time quietly at Evian, on the Lake of 
Geneva, as he has been in the habit of doing 
each year when visiting Europe, he has been 
traveling about between Vienna, Berlin, and 
Paris, making vain efforts to obtain inter- 
views with the emperors of Austria and of 
Germany. The kaiser, ordinarily 80 accessi- 
ble, has until now refrained on various pre- 
texts from receiving him. The khedive has 
not been to London, and, although at Vienna 
when King Edward was at Marienbad. re- 
trained from calling upon him. 

. England's intentions with regard to the 
khedive are prompted not only by his con- 
stantly growing hostility towards the British 
protectors of hie country, who have rescued 
it from the lowest depths of ruin, bankruptcy, 
‘and despair, and converted it into a prosper- 
ous and wonderfully thriving principality, 
but also by the discovery of his intrigues with 
the Senoussi order, which is once more be- 
coming. threatening. Both the khedive and 
the sultan have all along been suspected or 
Senoussi affiliations. But now the English 
government has obtained proof of the com- 
plicity of Abbas Pasha in the projected Mos- 

lem jehad, which has for its object the ex-

When the soccer 
code was first started in Great Britain it was 
given scant encouragement by the rugby 
‘players, but from a small beginning it pro- 
greseed steadily until at the present day the 
soccer teams outnumber the rugby teams 
fully eight to one. A canvas of the local 
supply houses reveals the fact that during 
the last three years the demand for the round 
ball steadily has increased—quadrupled, in 
fact—and this year it promises to be bigger 
than ever. For a number of years the game 
was confined to players of British birth, but 
it has passed that stage and is being taken 
up by home bred youngsters. A notable ex- 
ample of this is the Coal City team, which 
holds the championship of Illinois. This 
team contains but two players not born on 
this side of the water, and by western critics 
is considered to be the equal of any team in 
the country. In Brooklyn, Philadelphia, Fall 
River, Providence, and many other eastern 
towns there are numbers of American play- 
ers, while in St. Louis it would not be hard 
to pick thirty teams composed entirely of na- 
tive players. Here in Chicago the playing of 
the sport on the west side prairies, in Ogden, 
Hamilton, Sherman, and Washington parks, 
is getting the youngsters interested in the 
soccer sport, and the game is growing faster 
than the intercollegiate game did in its early

Trick and Glamour of Stage Due to Carpenter: 
Lives of Players Depend on His Skill. 


By Jonas Howard. 


E only jack of all trades who has mas- 
tered them all is the. stage carpenter. 
What the stage carpenter doesn't know 

or can't find out could be written in a 

mall book. He must be not only a 
carpenter of the first rank, but a plumber, 
machinist, painter, blacksmith, sailor, tailor, 
artist, and common laborer as well. In fact, 
the stage carpenter must be an all round 
genius or he wouldn't hold his jot five 
minutes, 

Stage carpenters begin their careers as 
assistants to the property men or scenery 
painters. During the first year of their ap- 
prenticeship they do nothing but the rougher 
jobs around the stage, such as moving 
scenery, repairing frames, and helping the 
electrician. Later they are allowed to work 
some of the ropes that are used to manipu- 
late the scenery and gradually work into the 
positions as ny men. itis not untlia stage 
carpenter can make and repalr trick stuff 
that he is called proficient in his business, 
and as trick stuff is as intricate and 
varied as the tricks themselves It is only the 
keen witted carpenters that reach the front 
of their profession.

Task of Fitting Stage Scenery. 

In the Auditorium theater in Chicago, 
which has one of the largest stages in the 
world, there ‘is nearly 2,000,000 feet of ropes 
and cables. To handle these and keep them 


in repair requires the services of a man who , 


knows as much about ropes as a sallor. 

In the producing houses, more stage car- 
penters are employed than are used in the 
theaters where the stage productions are 
shown after they are once set up. When a 
play is produced all its scenery must be made 
and painted and this work is under the super- 
vision of the stage carpenter. Each piece of 


scenery must be made so that it can be used 


in the average theater throughout the coun- 
try, for it would not do to make the scenery 
to fit any one house, 

John Barstow, former stage carpenter at 
the Auditorium, the stage of which he built, 
has been in the business nearly fifty years. 
He began his career in Europe, coming to 
this side shortly after the civil war. Before 
the Auditorium was built Mr. Barstow was 
sent to Europe to learn all he could about 
the stage arrangements of the best theaters 
and on his return he incorporated all the best 
features of these houses into the Auditorium 


‘ stage. His son, William H. Barstow, is the 


present stage carpenter at the Auditorium. 
Most of the downtown theaters in Chicago 
employ a staff of ten or fifteen stage car- 
penters, while. the Auditorium requires the 
services of thitty men. Altogether there are 
450 stdge carpenters in Chicago and most of 


them belong te the unſon.

Average Pay of Stage Carpenter. 

The average pay for the work is $5 for each 
eight hours and in the larger houses the work 
is done in shifts. The day shift gets down 
at 9 o’clock in the morning and works until 
6 at night, then there is another shift to 
work in the evening, during the performance. 
When the play that is showing carries an 
extra lot of scenery or has a good many 
„ tricks some of the day men are required 
to be present during the evening perform- 
ance. During the grand opera season the 
stage carpenters at the Auditorium report at 
8 o’clock in the morning and do not get away 
until midnight. 

Some of the best stage carpenters work in 
the cheaper theaters. It is in these places 
that the thrilling melodramas are given and 
it is plays of this class that tax the ingenu- 
ity of the stage carpenter. It is only by a 
skillful handling of the ropes and scenery 
that an automobile can be made to jump 
safely across the opening gulf between the 
two blades of a jatk kwife bridge.

Sympathy. Wasted on Popcorn Man. 
“We are often prone to think of the pop- 
corn man as an unfortunate individual, aged 
or decrepit, cut. offfrom the legitimate lines 
of trade, and barely eking out a scanty liv- 
ing. But such is far from being the case. 
The average popcorn man clears about $150 
per month with his machine. These ma- 
chines. a combined popper and roaster (there 
are a variety of makes) cost anywhere from 
$100 to $800, according to size, equipment, and 
capacity. The “stand” or right to occupy 
sdme advantageous spot js often free, but 
may cost as high as $60 per month, but even 
that charge le not exorbitant when the per- 
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It is a poor stand that does not take in from 
$8 to $10 a day. A man in Indianapolis took 
in $2,500 in five months, with daily receipts 
that ran as high as $75. Anenterprising man 
in the Mahoning valley, south of Cleveland, 
has organized a small trust, and has ma- 
chines located in a dozen little towns in his 
locality. He purchases his peanuts by the 
car load and his popcorn by the ton, and his 
business nets him anywhere from $250 to 
$700 per month, according to the season. One 
ot his machines use as muchas sixty pounds 
of butter a week. —

My case is this: I believe that there is 
a place in the business world for every 
man; that each individual can find the job 
that just suits him if he will search long 
enough, and that somewhere in the world 
there is a job for me. The difficulty is in 
finding the job. | 

One can't drive a square peg into a round 
hole, even. though ‘it is an educated peg and 
has been polished by contact with learned 
men. I may be said to resemble a peg that 
has been smoothed and polished by educa- 
tion, so that I might be able to be driven into 
a place where a rough peg could not enter. 
But the particular opening in the business 
world that I am to fill must be exactly the 
kind that I want.

Job Must Be of Right Size. 

I don’t want to be too small to fill my poui- 
tion, to leave unfilled vacant segments like 
the too small peg in a circle does. I know 
that ‘there are many jobs too large for me 
to handle. I am not conceited enough to 
think that I would make a first class minister, 
a trust buster, or a writer of nature books. 
To be too small to fill the position, to be in- 
capable of doing: the work better than any 


‘other man would mean dissatisfaction both 


on my part and on the part of my employer. 

On the other hand, I don’t want a job 
wherein I will not have full play for whatever 
talents and capabilities I may possess. I 
don’t want to be like a peg that is too large 
to fit in position and must be shaved down 
and part of it thrown away. Iam unwilling 
to shave off even part of my talents, for the 
cutting away of any of my few talents means 
so much waste material, so many advantages 
over other men that must be thrown away as 
useless. 

It seems to me that if a man accepts a job 
that does not call for the use of every gift 
he possesses he is like one who haying $1,000 
to invest allows $200 to lie idle, although 
making the largest possible interest with the 
remaining $800. One’s natural or acquired 
faculties are just so much capital for the 
worker, The proper use of them will make 
money for the working man in the same way 
as well invested capital works for the man 
of money.

All Talents to Be Used. 

Therefore it is not good business to allow 
one’s talents to lie idle, hidden under the 
barn floor, or tied up in an old stocking, or to 
keep them “laid up in a napkin,” as were 
the talents of the man in the géspel. Every 
advantage that one has over one’s fellowmen 
that is not used to its fullest extent is just 
so much waste capital. To hold the highest 
and most important position that one is 
capable of filling it is necessary to use each 
and every faculty. 

If one were the best singer and at the 
same time the best piano player in the world 
it would be foolish to hire another to play 
the accompaniment while one sang. 

Sometimes men do outside work. A sau- 
sage maker may write poetry in his leisure 
hours, a chauffeur do. knitting; but the 
mere fact that a man is doing additional work 
shows that his day’s duties do not call for 
the exercise of all of his talents. If suck 
a man could find a job that called for the 
use of. His every gift—although it might be 
difficult, for a poetic sausage maker would 
be an anomaly—still he would be worth to 
his employer his daily work plus his outside 
work. N

ANUAL labor of the old, apprenticed 
school long ago reconciled itself to 
the age of machinery. Manual labor 
of the untrained type had given in to 
it long before. When the binders in 

the great grain fields of the west years ago 
ceased burning the harvestets in the flelds 
and barns the first surrender to the age of 
machinery was made. Today the machine 
is universal and omnipotent, and, while no 
field has been more thoroughly invaded than 
has the field of agriculture, the agricultural 
worker is more in demand than ever before. 

Everywhere in the history of this evolu- 
tion of machinery it.is an ordeal of fire 
through which it passed, survived, and grew 
and flourished. Where the machine in one 
field effected the labor saving end for which 
it was designed it created the labor demand 
for producing the machinery itself. The 
production of machinery to produce the ma- 
chine that should save labor was in the 
scheme of evolution. And the machine that 
was to produce the machinery for making 
the machine became a necessity.

Recognize Foreign Craftsman’s Sill. 

Looking out upon this age of machinery, 
the remnant of the old school of appren- 
ticed manual labor has its reminiscent 
memories when the cunning of the human 
hand put the personality of the man into 
the product of his craft. Picking up this 
product as ſt came from the hand of the 
Expert Jones, the Expert Brown, in another 
quarter of the globe, perhaps, recognized 
the Jones skill in an instant. It was com- 
mon in those days when an object was 
brought for repair to hear the artisan say, 


offhand: 
„Well, that’s one of Jones’ saws. 


can’t beat em.“ 

‘How did you know it?” was the inevita- 
ble question of the owner. 

“How could I fail to know it?“ was the 
counter question. 

Today in the pottering small repair shop of 
the old handmade producer of things. the 
modern machine product is received ip 
silence by the reminiscent workman. He re- 
pairs it mechanically. It comes oftener for 
repairs, but the soul of the repairer no longer 
js in his work. He is making wages at 
repairing, but there is a half buried regret 
that in this age of the machine there are 
so few men left of his school with whom he 
can talk and find kinship of ideas and ex- 


periences. 
Piece Man Adjunct to Machine. 
“The Piece Man is the product of the 
age of machinery. The plece man is a 
human adjunct to a bit of piece machinery. 
The machine cannot do without the man; 
the man without the machine would have 
no element of skill within him. He waits 
upon the machine, feeds material into it, 
perhaps, and receives the finished product 
his hand. 
8 nd even this age of the machine—which 
requires a far higher and more masterly 
skill in the designing of machines for ma- 
chine work than ever was required of the 
man who turned out the hand made article 
counterfeited by the machine—there is & 
sense of reaction against the plece man 


In the Great place, the inguence of piece

work at the machine is offerirg inducements 
of pay which preclude the attractions of 
apprenticeship in the shop. The apprentice 
who might be able to earn $7 a week in the 
shop for a three or four year period of pro- 
bation, may have his $12 to $20 a week as a 
piece man, waiting upon the machine. Thus 
becoming a piece man who would be unable 
to repair the slightest break in the piece of 
machinery at which he earns his bread.

‘High Positions Held by Foreigners. 

Criticism of the American born craftsman 
has been made because, out of this unwilling- 
ness of the American to serve apprenticeship 
time, so many of the positions high in the en- 
gineering fleld of machinery are filled by men 
of foreign names, of foreign birth, and for- 
eign training. 

This dollar ia the hand, worth ten tn the 
apprentice bush, is the incentive to become 
the plece man at the machine. And machin- 
ery exactions are suffering from the effects of 
it. 

There are novel situations growing out of 
this age of machinery in a complex civiliza- 
tion. There are few more interesting than 
that situation in which some operating great 
center of machinery falls back upon machine 
management of machines, 

* * 

Do Not Depend on Manual Labor. 

When some great plant operating ma- 
chinery which calls for its plece men at the 
machines has been started it becomes a logi- 
cal deduction that the macHinery plant must 
not be dependent too far upon manual labor 
in the handling of its motive power necegsi- 
ties or its supplies of raw material. In the 
evolution of machinery the work of individ- 
ual men has been parceled out into a myriad 
of specialties. The union of labor Bodies has 
complicated the existence of the operating 
machine. A strike of coal handlers who 
might be dependent upon the scoop shovel 
for moving coal could paralyze an industry 
in which a dozen other labor unions were 
working contentedly and profitably. 

Out of this situation the great traveling 
crane hoist, the bottomless coal pockets of a 
mighty steam plant, towers, and powers on 
gigantic scale all have been effecting the 
managing influence of machinery upon ma- 
chinery. Machinery at which the piece man 
works does not strike.

Storage Question Important One. 

Today the skilled knowledge of an expert 
is required in designing the storage places 
for coal and raw materials. A month's re- 
serve supply may be small enough; six 
months supply might be far better. “ Stor- 
age” of such commodities in a frieght car 
is an expensive possibility, yet a train load 
or a ship load of. material coming in under 
the old seoop shovel régime might swamp 
a plant and force demurrage charges.

Their 
goods were not handled in stores, but sold 
exclusively through agents, who handled the 
goods from their own homes, ealling up 
friends by phone, no canvaksing necessary. 
The goods sold “sight unseen.” They told 
me that I would have no difficulty in locat- 
ing some unfortunate gentlewoman in each 
town who would appreciate such an oppor- 
tunity to earn a living in such a genteel 
manner; that Women would even borrow 
money to engage in this enterprise; that their 
agents made much more than teachers, and 
that it was so easy and pleasant. 

While it sounded most too good to be true, 
I started forth gayly, but, alas! though I 


walked at least 140 miles in fourteen days no 


one threw down the gauntlet to me. By 


that time my shoes Were too thin to go far- , 


ther, so I paused for repairs and to reckon 
up my expense account, as I was traveling 
on a strictly commission: basis. I found that 
I had spent some $25 of my own money and 
had not seen the color of anybody else’s. 
Still, I had letters daily urging me to go on. 
That a person of my personality could not 
fail. That I would succeed just as soon aa 1 
found the fight kind of people. That other 
agents were sending in four and five orders 
a week. 

Though I had failed to sell goods, I had not 
been Idle. I had unearthed their history in 
each town which I had visited and concluded 
that their goods, like the razors, were made 
to sell to general agents. Then there were 
the other women whom I met on the road, all 
of them trying to sell something; tramping 
all day long from door to door trying and, 
like the dog of Flanders, breaking their 
hearts on the flints of the street.“ It meant 
bread and butter to them.

But, after 
all, the manager of the State street store 
will tell you that it/is in the salesman him- 
self whether he will succeed or not. 


Student Salesmen a Great Success.

At Easter and in the hoNday 
season we get in as help etudents from the 
University of Chicago. None of them has had 
the slightest training in salesmanship, They 
don’t mean to stay in the work.

Encouragement Offered All. 

When the salesman has made his showing 
to the house he finds that he has encourage- 
ment in his ambitions, whichever way they 
may lie. He may have come to the sales 
counter from office boy, or he may come to it 
from wagon boy, through the shipping room. 
He may have been stock clerk in the begin- 
ning and crowded into a place at the sales 
counter. If management be in his line he 
has a chance at floor walker, with a sal- 
ury of $16 to $22 a week. From floor walker 
He may move up the line of management to 
@ superintendency, or he may follow mer- 
chandise and become an assistant buyer, 


-looking up the advertising of his depart-

As buyer for a department store the sal- 
ary is dependent a good deal upon the de- 
partment for which he buys. In general it is 
fixed upon a basis of 1 per cent of the sales 
of that department for the year. Thus if 
the sales of his department reach $500,000 
a year the salary, exclusive of the expenses 
paid by the house, will peach about $5,000.

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Real Tramp Not Humorous; 


Lack of Will Makes Hobo.

HE tramp of the newspaper joke col- 
umn, with a tomato can tied to his 
tattered coat tail and a beard of six or 
eight weeks’ growth, is a myth and has 

: no counterpart worthy of the name in 
real life. Members of the nomadic frater- 
nity, habitués of the 10 cent lodging houses 
along Clark and Lake streets, declared this 
fantastic creation to be purely a product of 
the brain of the newspaper humorist. Some 
of them showed decidedly no concern what- 
ever about the way they were represented 
to the great reading public, many of whom 
had possibly never seen a tramp in their 
lives. Others said that the newspaper joke 
about the tramp, like the joke about the 
mother-in-law, is getting stale; while still 
Others chuckled softly to themselves with 
an air of great satisfaction about the way 
they are being handled by some unsophisti- 
cated youth who really thinks he has divined 
all the mysteries of tramphood. It ismenof 
this latter class especially who were asked 
to give their views on the newspaper humor- 
ist and the possible effect which his repre- 
sentation or misrepresentation of the tramp 
might have on their business.“

Cleanly Habits Chief Asset. 

Harm us? Not on your life,“ was the good 
matured reply of one of the men addressed. 
* Why, newspaper jokes do us all the good in 
the world. The joke is not on us, but on the 
public, who conceives a tramp as being with 
horns. Expectant, by the newspaper jokes. 
of a gruff monster, the good housewife be- 
comes liberal when approached at her kitch- 
en door by a clean shaven fellow, dressed in 
respectable clothes, and glib with a tale of 
woe, Frequently she hands out two bits as he 
departs, apologizing for not having more 
change about ne house. Yes, the jokes pay 
us as well as the man who makes them. I can- 
not for the life of n e see where those people 
got the notion that we never ghave. Why. 
this is one of the first requisitesin trampdom. 
‘In Chicago shaving is an easy matter. Any 
barber in the neighborhood will shave you 
for 5 cents, and if you go down to the barber 
college you can get your hair cut and a shave 
for nothing. In a city where there are no 
barber colleges, and where barbers insist on 
charging from 10 to 15 cents, that is easliy 


gotten around. Some man about a lodging 


house is almost always found to be a barber 
by intuition or by trade, and we put him to 
work to give the crowd a free hair cut and 
shave. Then there are numerous other ways. 
And in case all these fail, all a man has to do 
is to hustle for ten or fifteen minutes and 
he gets the price of a shave. Of course one 
finds here and there an eccentric who insis‘s 
on wearing a beard for various reasons, 
sometimes for good reasons, too, such as a 
desire to change one's appearance temporari- 
ly, especially when one has a penitentiary rec- 
ord back of him. But, then, have tramps no 
right to have eccentrics among them!“ 

The theory so widely elaborated by the 
newspaper humorist that the tramp and wa- 
ter are sort of chemical opposites which 
rever mix was also disproved by another of 
these weary wanderers. This man was a. 
philosopher through and through, and said 
that he has been beating his way up and down 
the country for the last eighteen years.

Willie Just Loves Water. 

Fear water?“ he said. Why, no, we are 
Just like ducks. All you need to convince 
yourself that we are simply water fiends is 
to look at our bathrooms in the building. 


You will hardly find a lodging house in Chi- 


ago which caters for our trade that does 
‘wet offer baths free. It is part of our busi- 
ness to be clean and to have a humiliated 
eir. Of course you must understand that in 
our fraternity there are various degrees to 
which a man can climb. Some of us who do 
business mostly in the country have to keep 
reasonably clean, else a farmer won't let you 
in the house. Those, however, who are shy 
about leaving Chicago even for a moment 
are not so particular. But still they wash. 
The idea that we shun water is simply an 
imposture.”’ 


The truth of the other commanly accepted 


view by newspaper humorists that the tramp 
has a chronic hankering for pie because heis 
frequently made the victim of the cooking 
school graduate, whose pies are said to have 
ruined the constitution of many a tramp, 
was not denied, but was nevertheless de- 
clared to be overdrawn. 

» During the eighteen years I have been 
knocking around,” sdid a connoisseur on 
culinary gifts, I have eaten some pies that 
did honor to their makers. The pie of an 
occasional newly married woman or cooking 
school graduate is like ‘a drop in the bucket 
beside the spicy pumpkin pies of the veteran 

housewives of our great farming popula- 
tion.“ 

The philosophy of tramphood was ex- 
plained by this man as being a sort of an- 
tipathy for a steady, sedentary Hfe, a de- 
ire to roam about the world. As soon, how- 
ever, as one falls into this habit, the man 
ald, aversion to work of any kind, coupled 
with a peculiar mental state which seems to 
gee no use in working anyhow, makes it 
practically impossible for a man te get out 
of it. 

„A young fellow,” the man continued, 
„can still work himself out of it if he 

-ghooses to do so. We old men sometimes 
dream of getting out of the lodging house, 
but-at the same time we know that it is only 
a dream and that it will never be realized. 
We simply won't have will power enough to 


do it. Will power, in fact, is the only thing 
necessary to get out of here, and the lack 
of will power seems to inoculate one the 
minute he enters one of these places.”

He 
had not fully made up his mind what he was 
going to do here when the money he brought 
was nearly spent. A letter to his wife 
brought him $10 and instructions to come 
home. 

The money came Saturday with the last 
mail. The man decided to stay over Sunday 
and go back on an early train Monday morn- 
ing. But by that time his $10 was again 
pretty nearly gone. When Monday came the 
man was flitting about nervously and ex- 
plained that he drank “jest a little too 
much. He inquired whether he could not 
telegraph his wife to send him a ticket instead 
or money. Tou see, I get foolish once in 
a while,” the man said, with a whimper.

But finally 
he got so that he could not work long in one 
place, and since then he has been beating 
his way on trains or on foot for over a dozen 
years. 

“ What for should a man work when he has 
nothing to do with his money,” the man said 
with an air of conviction, * When a man 
has a family it is different. This way what's 
the use in working? I work for a month ata 
timé. Then I go out en a spree and don't 
go back to work until I'm broke, then I 
take a train to any town I want, and I am 
again all right. If I do not care to work the 
housewives will always fed me and give me 
some money in the bargain.” 

How do you do it?” the man was asked. 

That is a matter of business. But you 
can always be sure of a meal if you can make 
up a good story.“ If you have some original- 
ity in story telling no housewife will let you 
go hungry. If you are real clever at the 
business you can make the woman melt with 
pity for you, and before the day is over you 
will find a couple of dollars in your pocket 
which will keep you from working for the 
next week or 80.“

Too Weak to Pull Out. 

A case of a tramp who is one against his 
will was found in an old man of 65, who was 
once a good mechanic, but who cannot find 
employment today because of his gray hair 
and tottering figure. The old man’s wife is 
dead and his two daughters, the only children 
he has, are married to husbands who drink 
and for him to stay with them would be an 
utter impossibility. He stays at the lodging 
house, therefore, doing an occasional odd 
job apd begging money sufficient to buy “a 
full meal for 10 cents every day and pay 10 
cents for a bed at night.

In the course of a conversation 
it was learned that the letter was written 
home for money with which to get back, but 
the writer knew the money would not be 
forthcoming, and that, even if it came, he 
would not go back. 

“If some one had given me a chance to 
go back now,” he said, “ if some one would 
simply drag me out of this hell this minute, 
I would never again be seen here. But when 
I Dave the will power to get out, the money 
is lacking; and when means are there, the 
will power is gone. It is an uneven game 
and I don't know whom I am to blame for it, 
myself or others.”

his trouble. 

This dragnet which the shatehens lay out for 
“boarders” often has been the cause of many a4 
ridiculous situation. 

Not infrequently a boarder who grows tired of 
the importunities of the shatchen finally will agree 
to go and see the young woman, and will then con- 
sent to the appointment of a date for an engagement. 
The shatchen may hustle for three days at a time. 
The girl will invite all her friends, and at the last 
moment the bridegroom to be will fail to appear. 
The shatchen. rushes to his house like a madman, 
only to find that he has just paid off his landlady 
and moved to another part of the city.

M. Lefebvre, the past master and adept among Parisian coiffeurs, in 1778 
championed the nobility of his calling and the righteousness of the artifices 
whereby one was able “to modify by agreeable forms those long filaments 
with which nature seems to have intended to make a veil ratner than an orna- 
ment; to give to abundance a regular arrangement which causes confusion to 
disappear and to make up for poverty by a wealth which deceives the sharpest 
eye.” N 

Maybe eo. But it is not all deception; for the world is waxing passing wise 
and pierces the exterior illusion, howsoever fair its surfaces. Thirty years ago 
innumerable ladies and lasses were altering the shade of their hair with a sud- 
Genness not to be ascribed to nature. They all had fallen in love with red and 
golden hair of every shade and description, and consequently consumed huge 
quantities of hair dye. Their chignons attained an extraordinary measure. 

= * 
Topheavy Styles of 1873. 

In 1873 it was avowed that to be in the fashion it was necessary to mass 
all the hair on the crown of the head, leaving the back entirely flat and bare 
save for a stray (and false) curl or two or a few ends of ribbon or sprays of 
flowers that escaped from the top. The top hair was brushed up from the nape 
of the neck to the top of the head, where it was confined by a short but broad 
comb, which, however, remained invisible. The front hair then was arranged 
to suit the taste, generally being combed backward so as to expose the fore- 
head, temples, and even the ears, and together with the back hair was formed 
into loops of all sizes, and seemingly without any symmetry of regularity. 
When it was insufficient in quantity there was added here and there a puff or 
two, a few floating curls, a bow of ribbon, one or two pins of precious stones, 
metal or simply shell, or when the dress permitted the ornament, two or three 
fiexible stems with a few flowers. The whole was designed to look as if ar- 
| ranged carelessly, without study, and as laid on without being fastened in 
place. Feathers and aigrettes also often were worn in the hair with ball 

toilets. o

Architectural Effects in Eighteenth Century. 

But- these were petty and paltry frivolities compared with the 
century before. Marie Antoinette in the 708 set a new hair fashion 
almost every day—the “desir de plaire,“ the “chien couchant,” the 
“pare Anglais,“ the “frégate.” The frégate commemorated an in- 
cident of the war with the English in 1778. On a huge pile of rip- 
pling hair, undulating like the waves of an angry sea, the artists 
in hairdressing placed a tiny corvette with masts and rigging all 
complete. The unlucky slaves of fashion who bore these highly in- 
convenient masterpieces on their heads could not get into their 
coaches at all, and found it anything but easy to sit in their sedan 
chairs or in their boxes at the play. 

A detailed account of the long and terrible sufferings endured 
by the women resolved to have their heads dressed according to the 
fashion of those ornate days would be a horrible tale. The prepara- 
tion of the hair, in the course Of which the hairdresser was forced 
to mount upon a ladder, was a slow and minute, process, and took 
five or six hours at least. But once done it was over for about eight 
days, and the lady did not make over her head to her tormentor 
more than once a week. The birth of the dauphin in 1780 put an 
end to the grotesque hair ideas; for the queen’s hair fell ou} and 
she took to caps. | :

Psyche Knot of Twenty Years Ago. | 

n the 80 likewise there was improvement over the 708. The 
was parted, often simply à la Grec, and colffed at the back or 
head.

Psyche knot, a fantastic simplicity that belongs only to the 
beauties among the human sisterhood, and that was worn by plain 
and pretty alike.

It was during 86 that the ultra-Grecian revival took place and visitors 
to Paris as well as New York talked of the bands of large pearls which were 
worn straight around the head in Greek style, with second rows of the same 
beads carried like the handle of a basket over the center of the head from side 
to side. In the front of the first round band a little star is placed in fairy 
queen style. In pearls, gold, silver, or jet this ornament looked equally hand- 
some and becoming to the eyes of the hour. When the hair was coiled to the 
top of the head for demi-toilette, beautiful combs kept the hair in place. When 
the whole of the back of the head was covered with plaits only gilt or jeweled 
pins were seen under the pretense of holding the plaits together,

Ancient Greeks Knew All the Tricks. 

While we remember the Greek ideas in dress as extremely simple, still there 
is not a trick in modern hairdressing that the ancient maids and matrons of 
Athens and Corinth did not know. They were initiates in the arts of waving, 
curling and frizzing. At the close of the second book of the Iliad Homer writes 
of the fair Greeks who mingled their hair with bands and ribbons of gold tis- 


sue, from which their locks escaped in curls and loops interspersed with gold 


ornaments in the form of grasshoppers. 

And Juvenal writes the picture of the rich Roman patrician lady at her 
toilet. “The slave ‘builds up on her lady’s head a many storied edifice which 
from a front view makes her look like an Andromache; whereas, seen from be- 
hind, the effect produced is of quite another order. There are locks. of curly 
hair, cushiohs that swell the proportions of the structure, little side curls. that 
fringe the forehead and the ears. These mysteries of the toilet, this anxious 
care of the tresses, constitute the chief occupation of the Roman women.” 


x 
Absurdities of the Later Styles. 

In 1895 the fashionables were chronicling sad reactions-from the simplicities 
of the ’80s. They announced that hairdressing now was a most elaborate and 
depressing affair, and that the aim of the hairdressers seemed to be to make 
a woman’s head look at least twice its natural size. Rats and cushions, not 
to mention puffs and false switches, are used, while the ornaments that are 
placed in a full dress coiffure are quite startling. At the opera it really is a 
marvelous sight to look from one box to the other and behold the various and 
extraordinary headgear. For full dress the hair almost always is arranged in 
pompadour effect and so high is the pompadour that the hair behind it does 
not come any higher, but on the contrary, is flattened dowu on the crown of 
the head and around the sides and back, as well as in front, and drawn out to 
give the full, wide look.” ° 

When the hair was arranged and the head looked the desired size there 
came the question of what to put in it. “Of course there already are at least 
three side combs and several ornamental shell pins, but these do not amount 
to anything. Just below the crown of the head at the left side must be placed 
some ornament not less than six inches in height; two marabou feathers start- 
ing from a pompon of tulle and a diamond crescent or star are quite chic; one 
ostrich plume or two or three osprey feathers also are the thing while quaint 
dragonflies or butterflies of spangled chiffon are used sometimes instead of th 
tulle, and then in place of the feathers are aigrettes.” N

Net a Revival of Fourteenth Century. 

In 1907 the curls have been at least partially preserved, and to them have 
been added the numberless false puffs and little ehignons. And all of these re- 
vive also the net. And the net is a revival of the fourteenth century, which 
ushered in the most splendid and extravagant of all the eras of coiffure fagh- 
ions. Then ladies“ locks were imprisoned in a sort of net called crestine or 
crepine or crepinette. The tufts at the sides of the head: formed hornlike ex- 
crescences. The use of dye and false hair was most frequent. 

Wit the reign of Charles V. came the haughty hoods. The hennin, for ex- 


ample, which arrived in 1400, resemble nothing under the sun sp much as a. 


pepper caster. It was pointed like a steeple or shaped into two horng curved 
like a ram’s® whence drooped all manner of draperies falling on the wearer's 
shoulders... In England the ectentricities of the mode exceeded even 
those of the French gourt. Many extraordinary names were given the extraor- 
dimary structures. built up of the female hair divine. And all this hair within 
fashioniand was light of hue. For all through the middie ages no woman's 
physical beauty was recognized as complete unless she had fair ‘tresses: Hence 
vast consumption by dark haired women of dyes in the process known to them 
as “se blondoyer.“ | .

Spirit Pictures Good Mystifiers. 


As to purely spiritualistic phenomena, perhaps the 
most puzzling thing is spirit portraiture. Mr. Abbott 
gives the typical case of a man from Coldwater, Mich. 
who came to Chicago to consult a well known olair- 
voyant. The medium obtained ‘a message from the 


man’s mother in the spirit world, and the mother con- 
sented to sit for a spirit portrait and advised her sorts 


to have one made. The man agreed to pay the medium 
$40 for the portrait if it were satisfactory. 
“So the medium brought out a canvas about 18x30

4 Among the foreign women, especially, the fondness 
for trouneing husbands is marked,“ said the lieutenant. 
There ign’t a night in the year that we are not called 
upon to rescue some unfortunate husband from the 
clutches of his wife, and on more than one occasion a 
man has been beaten to death by his wife in this part 
of the gity. And the surprising part of the whole 
business is that the beaten husband isn’t always a small 
man physically. Sometimes the men who complain of 
having pugilistic wives are big, powerful fellows, and 
it is a Wonder that they will stand for it as much as 
they do. I guess their wives are as husky as they are, 
though, go it’s an even break all around.” 

Lieut. Morrisey of the Kensington station says there 
in more husband beating in his part of the city just 
now than there ever was before, and he is at a loss to 
know how to stop it. 

“By looking over the books of the Kensington sta- 
tion for the last year,“ said the lieutenant, “I find that 
fifty-four men complained that their wives hai beaten 
them. This is a remarkably large number when. you 
consider that only the extreme cases are reported to 
the police, In hundreds of cases I know of my own 
knowledge that men who were mauled by their wives 
did not report it to the police for the reason that such 
action on their part would have brought on another 
beating. You can take it for granted that only the 
worst cases reach our knowledge.”

Husbands Propose to Form a League. 


There is some talk in the foreign quarter of South 
Chicago of organizing a husbands’ protective associa- 
tion against the heavy fisted wives of that part of the 
city.. Lieut. Jenkins, who is a sound sleeper and who 
does not Hike to be aroused from his slumbers in the 
middle of the night by a complaint from a wife beaten 
husband, is behind the scheme to form a protective 
league. The lieutenant thinks it would be a good idea 
for the members of the organization to arm themselves 
with heavy clubs to take turns at patrolling the 
Streets at night. With this system working, he says. 
it would be an easy matter for a member of the club, 
on being attacked’ by his wife, to shout loudly for help. 
Then the member who happened to be on guard duty 
for that night could rush in with his club and with a 
few. well dir ted Mos he probably could reduce the 
refractory wife te a state of meekness. The fact that 
the wife in question would be engaged busily at the 
ungentie occupation, of beating up her husband would 
give the patrolling and club armed member a chance to 
thump her a few good licks from behind, thus climinat- 
ing the danger of a counter attack. The lieutenant 
thinks this would be a good scheme and that he could 
save many valuable hours of sleep were it put into 
concent .

Abbott Exposes Portrait Farce. 


In explaining these and other cases of spirit por- 
traiture Mr. Abbott gives an interesting acccount of 
the development of 5 t portraiture during the last 
twenty years. Like all good . he says, the. secrets 
have been developed by a protess of experiment and 
gradual evolution. At the “séBinning mediums would 
secretly procure pictures of the dead friends of some of 
their subjects and then have an enlargement made vy 
the usual “spot knocker’ process with crayon or air 
brush or in water colors. Then the pictures would be 
produced at, séances by the ‘simplest method, but with 
the most striking effect. 

The medium’ would allow the cabinet in which the 
picture was produced to be examined and also would 
permit a committee of women to examine her clothing 
to see that she had no paints ‘nor brushes concealed 
about her person. Her attendant then would hand her 
a blank canvas fastened on to a frame. The canvas 
was now exhibited at close range to the audience, both 
sides being shown blank. The medium then would take 
the framed canvas and disappear into her cabinet, re- 
minding the curious spectators that they had assured 
themselves there were no appliances in the cabinet or 
concealed about her clothing. A moment later she would 
reappear with a good portrait of somebody's “ dear 
one,” painted by unseen nan vy clever and artistic 
spirits. 

This trick was one of the simplest, yet it never 
failed to make a great impression. The picture was 
first made and framed, and then a clean canvas was

tacked over it. The paint did not show through, of 
course, but when the medium removed the clean canvas 
and sec it in the pocket of her dress the portra't 
was ready to be shown.

** Believers *’ Want Coods Delivered, 


Deluded believers were not long satisfied with por- 
traits painted in a cabinet. Mr. Abbott says that As 
one queer thing about. “believers.” They never are 
satisfied, but are continually looking for severer tests 
and stronger proofs. And it is “up to” the mediums 
to watisfy them. The mediums began to experiment 
with chemicals and found that a canvas might’ have an 
invisible portrait painted upon it by using sulphocya- 
nide of potassium for red, ferrocyanide of potassium for 


blue, and tannin for black. Or, if preferred, sulphate 


of iron might be used for the blue, nitrate of. bismuth 
for yellow, and sulphate of capper for brown. Pictures 
thus painted upon white muslin would bg perfectly in- 
visible when dry, but if sprayed with a weak solution 
of tincture of iron. the picture gradually appears. Or 
in case of the tints mentioned in the second instance 
‘the ‘spraying solution should be prussiate of potash. 

Originally when these canvases were used they werr 
dampened and placed.on an easel, with a light set back 
of the canvas to make it appear luminous. Then the 


other lights were lowered, the dreamy music would 


strike up, and the shadowy. outlines would begin; tp 


appear in the frame. As the music grew more weird 


and the spirit brushes went at their work mere ener- 
getically. the lines grew stronger and soon the picture 
was finished, in plain view of the audience, without jhe 
apparent aid of human hands. Now this was a-mygtery 
worth while, but it was quite simple. The dampened 
canvas was treated by an atomizer used by the medium 


or a ponfederate, Who stood behind a ~irtain or & par- 


tition and sprayed the picture with the developing: 80 
lution. The lowered lights kept the audience from 
seeing the spray and the music hid the noise mage by 
the vaporizer. 


Atomizer Carried Up Sleeve. He 


One medium used the same means by making the 
picture appear in the middle of the room in plain view 
of all simply by making magnetic passes in front 
of the canvas with his hands. He had the atomizer 
concealed in his sleeve, and sprayed the picture as he 
passed his hands to and fro in front of the canvas. If 
the picture is developed in front of an uncurtained 
window in daylight either one of two methods may be 
ysed. Either the portrait is painted with chemicals 
that develop under the light or an atomizer working 
d compressed air may be buried in the window frame, 
throwing out the liquid through tiny holes in the wood. 

As to the resemblance of the portraits to the orig- 
inals, whenever possible a “photograph is reproduced. 
If the “ believer” shows a photograph even for a min- 
ute it is snapshotted if possible by somebody behind 
him with a camera, and the reproduction is made from 
this. If it is fmpossible to obtain a photograph or to 
snapshot one, then the picture fs painted anywag, and 
the lack of resemblance is explained by the fact the 
spirits develop “on the other side,” and that they 
have changed in appearance, since they died. 

In any event, and whatever methods may be used, 
Mr. Abbott is sure “that the coloring matter on the 
canvas was not produced by any spirit especially for 
the occasion, but that it was in existence before the 
sitting and that it was applied to the canvas, not by 
spirit hands, but by secret mean. nme enough 
whe once understood.” 

Mr. Abbott also exposes the secrets end “mysteries 
of slate writing, materializations, astral flowers, and 
all the different manifestations of spiritualism. He has 
traveled far to make the acquaintance of well known 


medjums and study their methods. While not pretend, | 


ing to be a spiritualist himself, and. frankly declaring 
that his own tricks are mere clever sleight. of hand of 
worked by mechanical. meang, he has been weloomed as 
a brother magician and student by many, of. the me- 
diums. He has bought a number of the most prised 
secrets of the profession, and mentions the nagnes of 
firms who sell the secrets and the mechanical appli- 
ances necessary for the medium’s work. 5 f

Oriental Mere Novice Beside Yankee, 


It is all trickery, he declares. The fortune telling 
mediums devejop a natural cleverness in the art- of 
“misdirection” and “pumping.” They. become good 
guessers and good judges of human nature aud have 
no trouble whatever in deceiving their patrons. In 
fact, the more intelligent investigators, 
tors, men of science, and “psychic researchers” are more 
easily fooled than any other class of investigators, 
Often the most intelligent people refuse to believe that 
Mr. Abbotts own performances are mere trickery, even 
while he assures them that he makes no use of any 
supernatural art. 

Magiciang in India are the only ones who will not 
talk openly and frankly of their tricks, according te 
Mr., Abbott. These conjurers always stoutly maintain 
that their performances are genuine, which lends the 
charm of mystery to their work and always doubles the 
effect. 

In reality, however, Mr. Abbott thinks the wonder 
workers of the far east are mere children in com 
parison with the mediums and magicians of this 
country. They excel in a few simple tricks, but the 
wonderful stories told by travelers have grown 0 
much in the telling that when you go to India dnd 
look for the magicians you are greatly disappointed. 
The real simon pure sorcerers are in this country, 
where sorcery has been developed into an exact and 
profitable science.

The girl, however, became offended that her lover

Once in two 
years should be often enough to replenish lingerie, 
and four of each article are enough to have at one 
© materials, say, a soft finished long cloth, 
by the bolt (a good quality for $1.66 for a dosen 
yards), and if $16 is spent a year one should be able 
to keep in order. The year that these things do not 
have to be replenished that money can be used for 
or towards an extra dress, or coat, or some other lit- 


tie luxury. Neither does a rain coat have to be bought 


every year, so it will be seen that these suggestions 
must of necessity be varied, spending more on some 
things and less on others, in that way keeping the 
whole wardrobe in good repair. 

Of corsets, there probably will have to be two 
pairs. Good shapes, made of fine batiste, with stock- 
ing suspenders attached, can be bought for $1 a pair, 
and sometimes more exyjensive ones are reduced to 
this price. Watch the vertisements in the papers, 
and give a glance in the windows when passing by 
the stores; oftentimes the things you are looking for 
will be found in that way.

MONG the little accessories there ‘are few 
which really add such a touch of freshness 
and daintiness as does the charming neck- 
wear which is now presented to us in such 
great variety.

HB accepted mode of the moment for the

There ig an art in adjusting a veil so as to

A good many young people never 
wear a veil at all on their hats, which ts all the better 
for their eyesight, their eyebrows, and 

their eyelashes.

NY deviation from a straight line on cloth be- 
comes more or less of a bias line. It can be 
readily seen from this that there are a gréat 
many kinds of biases. There are long and 

i 4 5 short bias lines and what is galled the trueor 
SRO perfect bias which is made by folding the 
width over on the length exactly and cutting on 
the fold. This folded edge when cut makes a 
true bias edge. Possibly some readers have had trou- 
bles of their own in trying to cut a bias fold out 
of serge or crépe. They may have known what a true 
bias is amd that they must cut it most accurately and 
yet when finished it may have looked anything but perfect. 

The reason is that in crépe and serge, which both 
have diagonal lines, the bias must be not only a frue 
bias but a “choice” bias as well. * 

Fold over one corner of either serge or crépe and 
look at the folded edge. Folded from one side of tne 
cloth the diagonal lines will run sort of parallel to 
the folded edge and no matter how exactly the folding 
and cutting are done the strip will look badly. Fold 
the material over for a true bias from the opposite edge 
of the goods and you will see that the diagonal lines 
the cloth will be at right angles to the edge and th 


result will be a perfect looking band. 80 a choice bias 
is made by cutting a true bias from the edge of the 
goods that will make the diagonal lines at right angies 


to the cut edge. 


If a woman is an expert in making dresses a most 
attractive circular flounce in effect can be made on & 
serge skirt. Cut the material for the, ruffle as wide as is 
desired and be sure and cut all the pieces a choice bias. 
Cut enough widths off to make the ruffle as wide at the 
bottom as will be necessary. Naturally as it stands it 
will be much tao wide at the top, where it is attached 
to the skirt. Run the finest kind of a gathering around 
this top edge, pull it up until it is the width of the part 
of the skirt to which it is to be attached, put it on an 
ironing board and shrink out all the fullness. This, is 


done by wetting ,the gathers pretty thoroughly with a“ 


sponge, then put a cloth over this and put a hot iron 
on, pregsing hard. It will take out some of the full- 
ness at first, but leave many wrinkles. Wet the ma- 
terlal again and keep on using the iron until the cloth 
is perfectly smooth and no fullness is left at the top.

N a recipe for washing lace no exact propor- 
tions of any mixture can be given accu- 
rately without seeing the specimen in ques- 
tion, especially when so much depends on 
size of cotton used and the solid raised 
work usually intermingled with flat, open 

devices. The following hints for real point lace and 
Irish guipure may be of assistance to the woman who 


‘prefers trying this at home to sending to a cleaner. 


All appearance of starch duly is done away with. As 
soon as perfectly dry dip the lace in thin starch, which 
has been divided in two parts, and dissoived sepa- 
rately in cold water. Boil one-half, let it cool, and 
into it stir the other half cold; then dilute with cold 
water to the consistencf of cream. Dip the lace in 
this mixture and squeeze it out gently without wring- 
ing. Now lay flat on the left hand and beat it for a 
few minutes with the right hand to work the starch 
well in; repeat twice and roll the article in fine linen. 
after one or two hours pin it out before quite dry. 
To remove creases dab once lightly, with a sponge 
moistened with water and a few drops of staych, and 
iron again. After having gone over the whole length 
of lace pull it out croseways from left to right and 
from right to left, and iron once_more. All stiffness 
then will have disappeared, leaving nothing but the 
agreeable softness and pHancy peculiar to new lace. 
Raised lace has to be stamped out from the wrong 
side on a pad. 

Attempts constantly are made to revive tatting, 80 
beautifully worked by Irish workers. A circle of fine 
ovals executed in tatting is conspicuous this season 
around some novel dessert doilies composed of a round 
of Brussels net, in the center of which is applied a 
single motif cut out in delicate muslin to represent 
some Agure asa flower; or animal.

When to Leave Cards.

A laundress is employed one 
day a week and a man does the rugs and 
windows. The mistress herself does the up- 

tairs work except the floors, which are 
washed once a week. 

They get a cold supper on Thursdays and 
Sundays and assist with the washing of the 
dinner dishes on Sunday. 

This maid gets time even to paint furni- 
ture during her working hours. On the 
other hand, the moment her leisure hour 
comes the mistress insists that the work be 
dropped, and a task rarely is left unfinished. 
A careful account is kept of the extra time 
required when there is company, and an 
equal amount of extra leisure is allowed at 
@ more convenient time—when the family 
dines out, perhaps. When the maid is late 
to her duties she is allowed to make up the 
time, but docking would be more effec- 
tive usually. If the average domestic were, 
permitted to make up time lost through tar- 
diness she soon would be serving meals at 
her own convenience. 

Some will argue that if such a system were 
adopted to any great extent it would not be 
long before the housewives were doing their 
work and paying the maids to take recrea- 
tion. * 

In time many would try to take advan- 
tage, but until the novelty wore off the girls 
would “ hustle” to get through, as they do 
row on their days out.
